RETURN OF RAILROADS DIGGEST 


PIECE OF BUNK, SAYS M'ADOO

WASHINGTON", Feb. 23—American 


railroads are "moving rapidly 
to- 


wards government ownership." Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo. former director gen- 
eral of the railroad administration de- 
clared here today. 
The Esche-Cum- 


miags bill which provides for the re- 
turn of the railroads to private own- 
ership 'was characterized by McAdoo 
as the "biggest piece of bunk" ever 
put over on the American people. 


McAdoo in commenting on the for- 


eign loan situation said that 
since 


March 1920 he has strongly opposed 
the granting of further loans to for- 
eign governments. 
"As early 
as _ 


March. 1920. for I believe it is honor j 
peace time policy to make further! 
loans." he said. 
! 


"I take full responsibility for tne j 


loans which I made, however, and 1 i 
believe thai this nation should fulfill j 
the promises which it made prior to j 
March, 192". for Ibelieve it is honor , 
bound to make payments on credits 
largely established." 


Returning to the question of rail- 


roads. McAdoo charged that "a vic- 
ious propaganda" had been carried on 
to secure the* return' of the railroads 
to private control and he 
declared 


that the present conditions 
of the 


railroads shows that "government op- 
eration was more efficient than pri- 
vate operation." 


"The railroads are going from bad 


to •worse.'' McAdoo said.

He declared that the Cummins- | 


Esche bill had created "gratuities" for j 
the railroads for "which they are now j 
reaching out to grab'" and that tho j 
American people have been "baited" 
to establish these funds for the rail- 
roads.

If Mr. Ford is quoted correctly, and he has had ample time 


in which to deny the interview if he were misquoted, it-is a diffi- 
cult task to combat so untenable a viewpoint.

reading Mr. Ford's defense of his rather remarkable series of 
articles in The Dearborn Independent and to which we have be- 
fore made reference.
